A fall of 0°7 per cent. from the January figure is 
recorded for last month in the general level of whole- 
sale prices, the new index number being 858 as 
against 86°4. For February, 1926, the number 
was 888. . 

Overseas Trade in February. (Page 277.) 

Preliminary returns of the overseas trade of the 
United Kingdom during February show reductions in 
the value of both imports and exports as compared 
with the previous (and longer) month and with Feb- 
ruary of last year, when prices in general were higher.

CERTAIN CHEMICALS. 


The Board of Trade give notice that representations 
have been made to them under Section 10 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1926, regarding the following articles :— 

Ammonium Perchlorate. 
Potassium Guaiacol Sulphonate. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 

‘‘ The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section I. of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period as 
may be specified in the order, any article in respect of 
which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a representation 
made by a consumer of that article that the article is 
not made in any part of His Majesty’s Dominions in 
quantities which are substantial having regard to the 
consumption of that article for the time being in the 
United Kingdom, and that there is no reasonable 
probability that the article will within a _ reasonable 
period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions in such 
substantial quantities.’’ 

Any person desiring to communicate with the Board 
of Trade with respect to the above-mentioned applications 
should do so by letter addressed to the Principal 
Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manufactures 
Department, Board of Trade, Great George Street, 
London, S.W. 1, within two months from the date of 
this notice (9th March, 1927).

The Board of Trade also give notice that the Treasury, 
by Order dated 7th March, 1927, have exempted, under 
the foregoing provision of the Finance Act, 1926, for

Special Articles. 
BRITISH SHIPPING. 





COMPARISON BETWEEN 1925 AND 1926. 

Preliminary figures now being available in respect of 
the year 1926, a comparison has been made between the 
movement of shipping at ports of the United Kingdom 
during that year and the corresponding movement in the 
preceding year. 

Owing to the effects of the coal dispute certain striking 
changes have occured in the figures for the later year as 
compared with those for 1925 and it has been thought 
advisable in some of the tables which follow to divide 
the year 1926 into two parts, (1) the period prior to the 
commencement of the coal dispute, viz., January to 
April, and (2) the approximate period covered by the 
coal stoppage, viz., May to December. For purposes of 
comparison the previous year’s figures have been divided 
in the same way. 

The tables which follow under the headings of 
‘‘ Nationalities ’’ of vessels and ‘‘ Areas ’’ from which 
the vessels entered or for which they cleared contain 
particulars of vessels with cargoes and in_ ballast. 
Particulars of vessels with cargo only are shown in the 

Accounts of Trade and Navigation of the United 
Kingdom ’’ for December last. 

ForEIGN TrapE.—The total net tonnage of the 
entrances at ports of the United Kingdom with cargoes 
or in ballast during 1926 was 82,278,000 tons, a decrease 
of 2:1 per cent. as compared with the total net tonnage of 
the entrances for the previous year ; a big decrease in the 
tonnage of entrances in ballast being partially off-set 
by an increase in the entrances with cargoes. Comparing 
the entrances during the periods January to April, 1926, 
and May to December, 1926, with the corresponding 
periods of 1925 respectively, there was a small increase 
in the total net tonnage of entrances during the earlier 
period of 1926 which was followed by a decrease of 
30 per cent. in the May to December period of 1926. 
Examination of these totals shows that in the period 
January to April, 1926, increases occurred in the total 
entrances from the Irish Free State, Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean countries, West and South Africa, 
Australasia, South America—Atlantic coast, and North 
America—Pacific coast, while decreases were recorded 
in respect of the other areas which are included in the 
following table. 

Comparing the eight months May to December, 1926 
and 1925, increases were recorded in 1926 in the net 
tonnage of the entrances from the Pacific coasts of North 
and South America, West Indies and Central America 
(Atlantic coast), and the Atlantic coast of North 
America, the increase in respect of the last named area 
being 4,553,000 net tons or 42°0 per cent. Decreases 
occurred in the other areas, that in respect of Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western, Mediterranean countries 
amounted to 4,302,000 net tons or 44°8 per cent. 

The total net tonnage of the clearances from ports of 
the United Kingdom with cargoes or in ballast during 
1926 was 82,608,000 tons, a decrease of 2,682,000 net 
tons er 3°1 per cent. as compared with the corresponding 
total for 1925. The big decrease in the clearances of 
vessels with cargoes was thus nearly balanced by the 
increase in the clearances of vessels in ballast. As 
regards the periods January to April of 1926 and 1925 
increases were recorded in 1926 in the net tonnage of the 
clearances for the Irish Free State, Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean countries, South America—Atlantic 
coast and North America—Pacific coast, and decreases 
were recorded in the clearances for the other areas, the 
net result being a small decrease in the total net tonnage 
of the clearances during this period of 1926 of 
344,000 tons or 1°3 per cent. Comparing the figures for 
the periods May to December of 1926 and 1925 it will be 
seen that, although in 1926 the net tonnage of the clear- 
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ances decreased by 4°0 per cent., large increases were 
shown in that year in the net tonnage of the clearances 
for Northern Europe and the Atlantic coast of North 
America, the percentage increases being 21°8 and 21°6 
respectively. Decreases in respect of May to December, 
1926, occurred in the net tonnage of the clearances for 
the majority of the other areas. The decreases for the 
following areas were noticeably large :—-Irish Free State, 
29°6 per cent.; Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean countries, 30°9 per cent.; Central and 
Eastern Mediterranean countries, 73°9 per cent.; West 
and South Africa, 26°8 per cent.; South America— 
Atlantic coast, 48°2 per cent. 

The following table shows the net tonnage of vessels 
that entered and cleared, with cargoes and in ballast, 
at ports of the United Kingdom, from and to other 
countries in the years 1925 and 1926, distinguishing the 
areas from which the vessels entered or for which they 
cleared : —

With regard to the nationalities of the vessels trading 
with the United Kingdom during the years 1925 and 
1926, the most preminent feature presented .by the 
table given below is the decrease during 1926 in the total 
net tonnage of the entrances and clearances of vessels 
belonging to some of the principal maritime nations 
which obtain coal from this country either as carge or 
bunkers, the greater part of the decrease naturally taking 
place after the commencement of the coal dispute. The 
total net tonnage of the entrances and clearances of 
Swedish vessels decreased by 23:0 per cent. ; Norwegian, 
13°8 per cent.; French, 32°2 per cent. and Spanish, 
32°8 per cent. The German entrances and clearances 
increased by 8 per cent. in the first four months of the 
year and by 12°5 per cent. in the whole year.

In 1926 British vessels accounted for 64°7 per cent., 
and in 1925 for 61°9 per cent. of the total net tonnage of 
entrances and clearances together. For the first four 
months of each year the corresponding figure was 
61°8 per cent. for 1926 and 60°7 per cent. for 1925. 

The following table shows the arrivals and departures 
of vessels with cargoes, and with cargoes and in ballast, 
at some of the principal ports. These statistics differ 
from those given in the first table in that for entrances 
and clearances a vessel is only reckoned once, usually at 
its first port of arrival in and departure from the United 
Kingdom; but for statistics of individual ports arrivals 
and departures are taken irrespective of the number of 
ports called at :—

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CoastinG TrapE.—There was a serious falling off in the 
number and net tonnage of the arrivals and departures 
in the coasting trade during the year 1926 as compared 
with those for the year 1925, the decreased movement 
of coal cargoes being ‘mainly responsible for the 
decrease. 

The total number and net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures of vessels in ballast were affected to a slightly 
greater extent than the totals of the vessels with cargo 
since the ballast figures were not swollen to the same 
extent during 1926 as they were in former years by the 
inclusion of vessels which, having discharged their foreign 
trade cargo at one port of the United Kingdom, pro- 
ceeded coastwise in ballast to another port to load coal 
cargo or bunkers for the return journey abroad. 

Comparing the two periods January to April and May 
to December of the year 1926 with the corresponding 
periods of the previous year there was an increase of 
5°7 per cent. in the net tonnage of the arrivals coastwise 
during the period January to April, 1926, and a decrease 
of 42:0 per cent. in the net tonnage of the arrivals coast- 
wise during the period May to December, 1926. The 
totals for the two periods combined reveal a decrease of 
27°9 per cent. in the total net tonnage of the arrivals 
coastwise during 1926 as compared with the corresponding 
figure for the twelve months ending December, 1925. 

As regards the departures in the coasting trade the 
figures representing the total net tonnage with cargoes 
and in ballast follow somewhat closely, as is to be 
expected, the total net tonnage of the arrivals in the 
coasting trade. The total net tonnage for the year 1926 
shows a decrease of 27°7 per cent. as compared with the 
total net tonnage of the year 1925. Comparing the total 
net tonnage of the four months ending April, 1926, with 
the corresponding period of 1925, an increase of 
6°7 per cent. is shown; this increase was followed by a 
decrease of 42°1 per cent. in the last eight months of the 
year 1926 as compared with the same period of the 


previous year. 
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The following table shows the net tonnage of the 
arrivals and departures with cargoes and in ballast in the 
coasting trade in each of the years 1925 and 1926 :—

With regard to the particulars for individual ports 
there was a decrease in the umber and net tonnage of 
the coasting trade vessels that arrived at and departed 
from the great majority of the ports of the United 
Kingdom during the year 1926 as compared with the 
number and net tonnage that arrived and departed 
during the year 1925, the only exceptions worthy of note 
were the ports of Dartmouth and Weymouth where 
increases of some magnitude occurred. The decreases 
were noticeably large at the port of London and at all 
of the coal ports. 

The following table shows the arrivals and departures, 
with cargoes and in ballast, in the coasting trade, at 
some of the leading ports in 1925 and 1926:—

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CANARY ISLANDS. 


A MARKET FOR GENERAL MERCHANDISE. 


There is no doubt that the abnormal effects of the 
disturbed period 1914-20 have passed away as far as 
this Spanish colony is concerned, writes *Mr. P. 
Helyar, British Consul at Teneriffe. Competition 
between the various countries which wish to supply this 
market is keen, goods of all kinds flow in, agents are 
prepared to meet their customers’ wishes—and even in 
some lines to surpass their client’s wildest hopes of 
accommodation—in order to sell their wares (as in the 
motor trade), and the fruit trade has experienced a 
period of high prices which was not looked for by even 
the most sanguine. Business, in fact, has been very 
good for the past four years. 

At the time of writing there is some reason to believe 
that the flood tide has reached its highest point and is 
now on the ebb. Bananas have fallen in price rather 
abruptly, and there are fears that Central America, 
West Indian and West African supplies may still 
further affect the position. The stoppage of work in 
the coal industry in the United Kingdom and the de- 
pression in Cuba have tended to reduce the purchasing 
power of the Islands; the tomato crop for 1925-26 was 
not so good as in former years; prices were very bad, 
and the same holds good for the potato crop. Business 
is duller than a year ago, but, none the less, there is as 
yet little real reason for complaint. 





Import TRADE AND COMPETITION. 


The import trade of the Islands may be divided 
roughly into three main headings: (a) Coal, (b) mate- 
rials required for promoting the growth of fruit and 
vegetables and packing materials, (c) the general 
necessities of life required by a population of 500,000 
people, mostly poor in this world’s goods, and therefore 
not able to purchase much more than articles of prime 
necessity and of general daily use. 

There is a constant. demand for staple products; when 
the fruit season is above the average more trade is done 
in imported goods, and when the season is poor, rather 
less, but, generally speaking, this is a steady market 
showing no fluctuations from year to year, but rather 
a small, steady increase as the Islands advance in 
prosperity and civilisation. 

It will be convenient to follow the divisions of trade 
already mentioned and to discuss the position in each 
of the three main branches :— 


COAL. 


The coaling trade is in the hands of British and Ger- 
man firms, there being no Spanish firm interested. As 
may be seen by tables in Appendix ITI to the Report, 
practically all the supplies are drawn from the United 
Kingdom, except in periods of labour trouble, when 
cargoes come from Holland (German coal) and the 
United States. The pre-war position has not been re- 
covered, and the continued depression in shipping has 
had its effect on bunkering trade in the Canaries. Fuel 
oil is now obtainable at Las Palmas. 


MATERIALS FOR PRODUCING FRUIT AND VEGETABLES, AND 
PackIna MATERIALS. 


As no figures are obtainable as to imports into the 

eastern half of these Islands, it is not an easy matter to 
calculate the probable import of manures, packing 
wood, peat, etc., and the most that can be done is to 
give the figures for Teneriffe (Appendix III to the 
Report) and to draw conclusions from those figures, 
bearing in mind that supplies in both sections are drawn 
from the same sources and that the importance of the 
fruit trade in the eastern half of the group is somewhat 
less than in the western half; hence the Teneriffe figures 
represent about 60 per cent. of the total imports in 
these lines. 
* Report on the Trade and Economic Conditions in the Canary 
Islands by Mr. P. Helyar, His Majesty’s Consul, Teneriffe, 
is to be published shortly for the Department of Overseas 
Trade by H.M. Stationery Office, price Is. net. 
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In fertilisers and manures, owing to a_ practical 
monopoly in sulphate of ammonia, the United Kingdom 
claims nearly one-third of the trade. Sulphate of 
potash and super-phosphates, the two other fertilisers 
of importance, are chiefly supplied by Germany and 
Holland. The total imports of fertilisers and manures 
in 1924 and 1925 were 15,237 and 22,999 tons, of which 
the United Kingdom supplied 4,227 and 6,784 tons re- 
spectively. Portugal jumped into the market in 1925 
and exported some 700 tons of a cheap super-phosphate 
of lime. The quality, however, was very poor and the 
importation has practically ceased. At the moment 
Germany and Holland are competing severely in the 
sulphate of ammonia import business. 

Sawdust, cardboard, cotton wadding, peat and straw, 
wire and nails are the other imports in this group, and 
it cannot be said that the position is satisfactory from 
the British trade point of view, since, with the excep- 
tion of cotton wool, all supplies are drawn from Con- 
tinental sources; moreover, the substitution of cotton 
wadding by paper from the Continent will still further 
diminish the British share. The peat trade should 
repay study by firms who can supply this material. At 
present the objection to British peat appears to be that 
it is dearer and not sufficiently well prepared for pack- 
ing tomatoes, the test being that not more than 10 per 
cent. must fail to pass through a sieve of 5/16-in. square 
mesh. Differences in freight rate also have an un- 
favourable effect on the trade in this article. Sawdust, 
cardboard and straw do not rank as important exports 
from the United Kingdom, but the same cannot be said 
for nails and wire, the obstacle here being the competi- 
tion of the Continent. 


GENERAL MERCHANDISE. 


Appendix III to Mr. Helyar’s Report gives some idea 
of the quantities imported into these Islands and the 
countries from which supplies are drawn. Taking the 
figures as a whole, they show that competition is keen 
and that trade is fairly divided. Germany, France, 
Holland and Belgium are Britain’s most formidable 
competitors, as, although Spanish goods bulk largely, 
yet a considerable proportion of the imports are speciali- 
ties of the country, with which we do not at present 
compete, i.e., olive oil, wines, certain kinds of prepared 
foodstuffs, string-soled shoes (alpargatas), etc., etc. 

In iron and steel manufactures the countries in which 
exchange has depreciated have had a_ considerable 
assistance, of which they have not failed to take advan- 
tage. When the price levels of our Continental com- 
petitors have become fully adjusted to a stabilised 
currency basis there should be scope for some increase in 
our share of the market. . 

The import of motor cars continues, principally 
American makes, although other Continental types are 
coming into favour, especially for short trips and for 
use in towns. More money is being made on the sale 
of spare parts than on the sale of new cars at the present 
time. One popular British make is finding a sale in 
Grand Canary, but the total import of British cars is 
but a fraction of what one would like to see. British 
motor tyres are selling freely, and are much appreciated 
for their quality. 

There is considerable activity in boring for water, due 
to the ever-increasing acreage under fruit and vegetable 
cultivation, for which irrigation is necessary, and the 
sale of small pumping plants offers prospects of 
development. 

The cheaper makes of sewing machines are supplied 
by Germany. There seems to be no reason why this 
market should not be explored. 

Tronmongery and hardware are good lines, and 
supplies are drawn from a variety of sources. Tools are 
mostly of American manufacture, and get their place 
owing to their price and fine finish. Aluminium ware 
is at present almost a German monopoly ; both price and 
quality are very low. 

In padlocks, door and window fittings and screws the 
United Kingdom manufacturers do not appear to be 
able to compete. The fittings referred to are of the 
poorest possible description, too poor, indeed, to he 
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found in the humblest dwelling in England; it is pleasant 
to think that British manufacturers are incapable of 
dealing in such shoddy material, though, on the other 
hand, it may be argued that, if such market exists, 
British merchants ought to be in a position to supply. 

A considerable amount of building is going on at 
present, and cement, timber and building materials are 
in demand. The best class of cement is drawn from 
the United Kingdom and Italy (Trieste), and the 
cheaper from Belgium. Tiles reach here in considerable 
quantities from France. The increase in building has 
brought with it a large demand for internal fittings, 
but only of the cheapest make. 

The position as regards textiles is fairly satisfactory, 
and there is an increase in the amount imported from the 
United Kingdom, but not so marked as one would like 
to see. France, Belgium, Spain and Italy are com- 
peting, but this originated partly at least in advantages 
from depreciating exchange. As soon as the transitory 
advantage of a high exchange has disappeared British 
merchants will, in all probability, again control the 
market, and the import from other countries will revert 
to specialities. 

It might be worth the while of a manufacturer of 
really cheap china and earthenware to explore the possi- 
bilities of this market. French suppliers are very 
active, and the quality of the article imported can only 
be described as lamentable from every point of view. 
To give an example of prices, recent French importations 
are:—Coffee bowls, i.e., large cups without handles, at 
3 pesetas per doz., and white plates at 3°50 pesetas per 
doz., f.o.b. Marseilles, payment at 45 days, with 64 per 
cent. discount. There is a small demand for very cheap 
glassware, i.e., tumblers, carafes, etc. 

In foodstuffs of all kinds the position is good. Almost 
all well-known marks of British tinned goods are obtain- 
able and are appreciated. Some Empire canned fruit 
has made its appearance in competition with American 
makes. Foreign competition in biscuits is becoming 
more strenuous, especially in the cheaper lines. 

The soap import is less satisfactory than it should be, 
and makers of household soaps cannot find much scope 
for self-congratulation when they see the inroads made 
by Holland on what was a British monopoly. 

’ Paints and varnishes are British monopolies. Candles 

a considerable trade—are also supplied, principally 
from the United Kingdom. but there is strong competi- 
tion from Belgium and Italy, and to a lesser degree from 


Holland. 
RusIness METHODS. 


Rritish business methods are not as effective as they 
might be, states Mr. Helyar. It is not good propaganda 
for British productions when firms in the United 
Kingdom send out travellers who have not the requisite 
knowledge of the country to which they come nor of the 
language and habits of its people; equally bad is the habit 
of supplying catalogues in English and English specific- 
ations when they are meant for Spanish customers. Too 
drastic terms of payment come under the same head. 
That very many well-known firms no longer commit these 
errors of tact is true, but there are still too many cases 
for it to be thought that the last word has been said in 
methods of pushing the sale of British goods. 

Small-scale newspaper advertisements of British goods 
are not of any great value in a district such as this, 
where great attention is paid to outward signs of wealth 
and importance. The manufacturer will probably find 
it pays better to have a whole or half page advertisement 
of his products once in three months than to have a 
small-scale insertion every other day. It will also pro- 
bably cost him less at the end of the year. Agents in 
this market should have sufficient allowance provided 
for a given number of large-scale insertions per annum, 
and when an agent represents various firms it should 
not be difficult to arrange a joint programme. The dis- 
tribution of free samples and miniatures of the finished 
article is, where possible, a very effective method of 
increasing sales. 

Tt should not be lost sight of that the best way to sell 
goods in a southern country is to do so in person, 1e 
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that visits by an agent or principal who is persona grata 
will accomplish more than will advertisement costing 
twice as much. 

A British exporter desiring to open up a connection in 
this market should bear in mind that, unless he chooses 
as his agent some established firm with a selling orga- 
nisation in Grand Canary as well as in Teneriffe, he will 
get better results if he appoints an agent for each of the 
two main centres, i.e., Las Palmas and Santa Cruz. 
Before appointing an agent he will be wise to make 
enquiries through the appropriate channel as to whether 
the proposed agent has a good reputation, is energetic, 
and already represents other firms of good standing, not 
losing sight of the fact that there is such a thing as an 
agent having too many agencies to make it worth his 
while to take very much trouble over the pushing of some 
new article of limited sale. In this small market com- 
missions do not mount up very rapidly except on staple 
lines. 

When the agent or agents have been chosen, attention 
should be paid to their suggestions as to the methods 
of pushing sales, for they are local men with a knowledge 
of local requirements. It is of little use to appoint an 
agent and then to disregard his views. <A _ periodical 
visit by one of the firm’s travellers should be one of the 
fixed rules, and the traveller chosen should be one with 
a knowledge of Spanish and a pleasant. manner.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN FEBRUARY. 








BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


The movement of wholesale prices in February, as 
recorded at the Board of Trade, resulted in a fall of 
0'7 per cent. compared with the average for January, 
the index numbers for the two months being 85°8 and 
56°4 respectively (1924 = 100). Food cheapened on the 
average by 08 per cent., and industrial materials by 
0°'7 per cent. The principal movements in the group 
averages were a fall of 4°3 per cent. in meat and fish, 
a fall of 2°7 per cent. in metals and minerals other than 
iron and steel, and a rise of 2°2 per cent. in cotton 
materials. The only other rise was that of 1°7 per cent. 
for the third (miscellaneous) food group, cereals having 
fallen by 0°1l per cent., iron and steel by 0°8 per cent., 
and miscellaneous industrial materials by 1:0 per cent. 
For the remaining group, relating to textile materials 
other than cotton, the same average was shown for 
February as for January. 

In the following table the average prices in February 
are compared with those of January and of a year 
earlier : —

The February index of 85°8 for all articles 
(1924=100) and the index of 82°7 for industrial 
materials are the lowest of the corresponding figures of 
the present series, the fall from the previous lowest being 
0°'7 per cent. in the total index and 0°6 per cent. in 
that for industrial materials. 

The average prices in February for the several kinds 
of cereals differed but slightly from the January 
averages in most cases. The largest variations were in 
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bread, malting barley, rice and tapioca, which became 
cheaper, and in Northern Manitoba wheat, feeding 
barley and maize, which became dearer. Lower prices 
were recorded for home produced beef and for Argentine 
frozen beef (chilled was somewhat dearer), for Scotch 
and English mutton, and for British jpork, but the 
fall of 4°3 per cent. in the average for meat and fish 
was mainly due to large reductions in the prices for 
American bacon, Irish and Danish eggs, and _ fish. 
American bacon, which was selling at llls. per ecwt. 
early in January, was at 96s. per cwt. towards the end 
of February. During the same period Irish eggs of 
first quality were reduced from 25s. to 19s. 6d. per 
120, and Danish eggs from 24s. 6d. to 17s. 6d. per 120. 
As is usual, fish was dear in January, and the February 
average for the four kinds included in the calculation 
shows a fall of nearly 25 per cent. from the figure for 
the earlier month. In the third food group the price 
changes were principally in Danish butter, Cheddar 
cheese, apples and oranges, all of which were dearer. 
During February Danish butter was at 192s. to 194s. 
per cwt., compared with 176s. to 184s. per cwt. in 
January, and in the two months Cheddar cheese rose 
from 104s. to 114s. per cwt. There has also been an 
upward movement in the price of tea, the sales of Indian 
tea at the London auctions (plus Customs duty) having 
realised 20°74d. per lb. in the last week of February, 
compared with 18°93d. per Ib. in the first week of 
January. Of the twenty-four items in the iron and steel 
group lower averages are shown for ten in February, 
the remaining number being at the same prices in that 
month as in January, with the exception of pig iron, 
hematite West Coast, mixed numbers, the quotation for 
which was increased by 6d. per ton from £4 15s. in 
the second week of January. Among the price reduc- 
tions may be mentioned those for galvanised corrugated 
sheets and tinplates; the former were reduced during 
the two months from £16 7s. 6d. to £15 5s. per ton 
for sheets of 24 gauge, and the latter from 21s. 3d. to 
20s. per box for coke, I.C., 20 x 14, 112 sheets, 108 Ibs. 
The ten descriptions of coal cheapened during the month 
by about 4°5 per cent. on the average, despite a rise of 
2s. 6d. per ton to 27s. 6d. in the second half of 
February in the case of Durham furnace coke; the 
February index for the ten kinds of coal is 90°1, com- 
pared with 82°4 for April, 1926 (1924=100). After 
falling to £300 per ton at the end of January, the cash 
closing price for Straits tin rose to £317 per ton by 
the 11th February, and to £327 15s. by the 25th. 
American raw cotton, middling, advanced from 7°3ld. 
per lb. at the opening of February for spot transactions 
to a closing price of 7°78d. at the end of the month, 
having touched 7°84d. per lb. on the 24th and 26th. 
while Egyptian cotton, Sakellaridis, fully good fair, 
averaged somewhat cheaper in February than in 
January. Cotton yarns and cloths, except American 
yarns 2/60’s, were dearer in February. Among other 
textile materials advanced prices were recorded for wool 
tops in oil, linen yarns and raw silk, and reduced prices 
for jute and hemp. Details for the group of mis- 
cellaneous industrial materials show lower averages for 
aniline oil, tallow, wood pulp (mechanical) and rubber, 
and higher prices for linseed oil, hides and skins. 

In the indices given below for February and earlier 
months the average prices in 1924 are represented by 
100, and the prices for individual months are shown as 
percentages of these averages for the year 1924 :—

The index for the ten descriptions of coal, which are 
included with the group of other metals and minerals, 
is 155°3. . 

The February prices yield higher averages than those 
of January for 19 of the 53 articles of food, and lower 
averages for 27; of the former, 15 were of less than 
5) per cent. and only one exceeded 10 per cent., while of 
the latter 22 were under 5 per cent. and three were of 
10 per cent. or more. Industrial materials show 30 
increases, none of which exceeded 7 per cent., and only 
4 were as much as 5 per cent.; 32 of the industrial 
materials were at lower averages, and of these 25 fell 
by less than 5 per cent., and only two fell by 10 per 
cent or more. In January the variations were included 
in a narrower range than is generally recorded from 
month to month, and the range of variations in February 
was still narrower.

MOULDED STONE SWITCHGEAR CELLS 
AND CUBICLES. 

The British Engineering Standards Association have 
recently issued a specification for switchgear cells and 
cubicles constructed of moulded stone (b.8. Specification 
No. 268-1926). The specification is divided into two 
parts indicating the principles to be followed in the con- 
struction of: (1) Cubicles constructed from pre-cast 
units, and (2) cubicles constructed in place. It defines 
the terms ‘‘ concrete,’’ “ slabs ’’ and ‘ mouldings,’’ and 
indicates the materials to be employed and method of 
mixing in the preparation of ‘‘ concrete.’’ It defines 
the finish of ‘“‘ slabs ’’ and ‘‘ mouldings,’”’ and lays down 
acceptance tests to be made at periods from four to 
twelve weeks in the age of the slabs. In the case of 
mouldings, tests are to be taken on slabs taken from the 
same mix as the mouldings. The tests consist of the 
application of an evenly distributed load on a central 
area, the width of the slabs and parallel to the ends 
where they are freely supported. The specification indi- 
cates the general principles to be followed in the design 
of cubicles.

AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEALAND APPLE 
EXPORTS. 


The Empire Marketing Board reports that the 
estimated exports of apples from Australia and New 
Zealand during the coming season are as follows :—Tas- 
mania, 1,150,000 boxes, of which 1,084,000 are for the 
United Kingdom; Western Australia, 327,000 boxes, in- 
cluding 169,000 for the United Kingdom and New 
Zealand, 570,000 boxes, including 500,000 for the United 
Kingdom. In addition, small quantities may be ex- 
pected from South Australia and Victoria.

NEW ZEALAND’S ELECTRICAL AND 
RAILWAY NEEDS. 

The New Zealand Government, which has been 
placing heavy orders in the United Kingdom recently 
for electrical, railway, and other plant, is again in the 
market for six electric locomotives, large quantities of 
locomotive workshop machinery, and material for the 
electrification of the railway tunnel between the Port of 
Lyttelton and Christchurch. The New Zealand High 
Commissioner in London, Sir James Parr, has reported 
the receipt of details of these requirements, with the 
authority to obtain tenders from British manufacturers. 
Irn the aggregate the orders will run into a very 
considerable sum of money. 

The workshop material includes about 40 electric 
drills, welding plants, mechanical hammers, lathes, bull 
dozers, four electric cranes, and many other machines. 

In addition to the above, the New Zealand Public 
Works Department, through the High Commissioner, 1s 
seeking to place orders for electrical equipment for a 
new sub-station at Lyttelton (from which the electrifica- 
tion of the Lyttelton tunnel will be operated). The 
same Department is also in the market for four 500 
K.V.A. transformers for the Waikaremoana (Hawke’s 
Bay) power scheme, four 15,000 K.V.A., seven 1,000 
K.V.A., and eleven 750 K.V.A. transformers for the 
Arapuni (Wellington) scheme.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 17th and 23rd February 11,000 barrels and 
9.800 boxes of Canadian apples were dispatched to 
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United Kingdom ports. Canadian apple shipments this 
season down to 10th February totalled 514,604 barrels, 
9,597 half-barrels and 828,961 boxes, as against 990,398 
barrels, 13,408 half-barrels and 608,313 boxes during the 
corresponding season last year. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
week ended 26th February the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports:—Wool, scoured, 981 bales; wool, grease, 10,900 
bales; mohair, 618 bales; hides, wet, 1,400 bales; hides, 
dried, 986 bales; sheepskins, 787 bales; goatskins, 65 
bales; wattle bark, 368 tons; tobacco, 34 cases; cotton 
lint, 62,893 lbs.; cotton seed, 173,151 Ibs. On 
18th February the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped to the United Kingdom:—Peaches, 27,504; 
pears, 23,534; grapes, 17,114; prunes, 8,366; plums, 
7,082; pines, 6,241; dried apricots, 3,642; nectarines, 
644; sultanas, 576; apples, 77; granadillas, 52; mixed 
fruit, 13; and mangoes, 5. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Crops.—Madras, 26th February. Rainfall has been 
moderate in parts. The outturn of the crops is un- 
changed. Bihar and Orissa, 28th February. Rainfall 
has been nearly general. More rain is needed. Rabi 
crops have been damaged in places by the recent rain. 
The condition of the crops is good in the feudatory 
states and fair elsewhere. Punjab, 28th February. 
Light rain in parts has benefited rabi crops. More rain 
is needed. Central Provinces, 28th February. Nearly 
general light showers have benefited late sown rabi crops, 
particularly in the north. Bengal, 2nd March. Rain- 
fall has been light and scattered. The condition of 
standing crops generally is fair. Assam, 7th March. 
The weather generally has been seasonable and favour- 
able for standing crops. 

Rainfall.—Caleutta, 7th March. Rainfall has been 
nearly general on one day in Tennasserim, Kashmir and 
Northern Punjab. Elsewhere falls of rain have been 
local and few. 





ITALIAN ARTIFICIAL SILK INDUSTRY. 


In 1926 the total production of artificial silk amounted 
to 17 million kilogs., of which about 11 million kilogs. 
was exported. In 1925 and 1924 exports totalled 
8,517,612 kilogs. and 5,595,466 kilogs. respectively, states 
the Anglo-International Bank, Limited, London. It 
may be stated that while the amount of artificial silk 
exported last year increased as compared with 1925 by 
over 26°8 per cent. the export value only rose by 
8°6 per cent. 





UNITED STATES TRADE CONDITIONS. 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York reports that industrial pro- 
duction is expanding slowly. Trade generally is quiet. 
Commodity exports in January were 419 million dollars 
and imports 359 million dols., as against exports amount- 
ing to 465 million dols. and imports totalling 359 million 
dols. in December. In January, 1926, exports were 
valued at 397 million dols. and imports at 417 million 
dols. Net gold imports in January were 47 million dols., 
against 16 million dols. a year earlier. Business failures 
in the week ended 24th February (holiday week) were 
424, against 479 in the preceding week, and 390 a year 
earlier. Bank debits to individual accounts for the week 
ended 23rd February (holiday week) were 12°3 per cent. 
below the preceding week, but 9°2 per cent. above a year 
ago. Professor Irving Fisher’s commodity price index 
for the week before last was 141°4, against 142°1 a week 
earlier, and 145 four weeks earlier. 





Exhibitions and Fairs. 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 

‘“ MORE THAN SATISFIED ”’ EXHIBITORS. 

Space will not permit this week of a detailed record of 
the 1927 British Industries Fair, but we hope to be able to 
give an account, with some particulars of the business 
done in the various sections, in our next two issues. 

Meantime, the exhibitors in the Empire Marketing 
Board Section have expressed their thorough satisfac- 
tion with the results achieved at the London Section of 
the Fair at the White City. The Department of Over- 
seas Trade, on behalf of the Board, is now exhibiting at 
the Ideal Homes Exhibition at Olympia, and expects 
that its efforts there will be attended with equal success. 

PARLIAMENT AND THE Fair. 

In the House of Commons on Monday Colonel Day 
asked the Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of 
Overseas Trade the total number of visitors who have 
visited the British Industries Fair at the White City, 
and also at Birmingham, to the last convenient date? 

Mr. Lunn asked the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Department of Overseas Trade how many overseas repre- 
sentatives were reported to have visited the British 
Industries Fair in London and Birmingham this year; 
and whether or not satisfactory reports have come to the 
Department of orders received by exhibitors for the 
supply of British goods ? 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade 
(Sir Burton Chadwick): The actual number of buyers 
who visited the London section of the Fair was 74,462, 
of whom 1,581 came from overseas. This latter figure 
takes no account of a considerable number of United 
Kingdom agents of overseas firms who were buying on 
foreign account. These figures show an increase of over 
25 per cent. on the corresponding figures for last year. 

As regards the Birmingham Section, I am in corre- 
spondence with the authorities and will communicate 
further with the hon. Members. 

In addition, the general public visited the Fair to the 
number of about 25,000 in London and 10,000 in 
Birmingham. No official figures are available as to the 
business done, but I am happy to be able to report that 
the exhibitors in all sections of the Fair have expressed 
themselves as more than satisfied with the actual and 
anticipated results. 

ATTENDANCE: EMPIRE TRIBUTES TO THE Farr. 

The total attendance at the British Industries Fair 
at the White City, which closed on Friday, was 99,847, 
of whom approximately 75 per cent. consisted of trade 
buyers, representing 61 countries, and 25 per cent. of the 
public. The number of buyers showed an increase of 
26 per cent. over last year, and it is significant that over 
100 buyers came from as distant a country as Australia. 
Holland again led European countries in numbers, and 
the German representation showed an increase of 
100 per cent. Mr. Arthur Michael Samuel, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Department of Overseas Trade, 
speaking at Dartmouth on Saturday, on behalf of the 
Government, expressed grateful thanks to the Press of 
England for the help given to the Fair. They owed the 
Press a great deal for the public spirit shown. 

It is understood that the Birmingham Section also 
met with great success. 

The following views of Empire representatives have 
been expressed regarding the Fair :— 

Sir James Parr, High Commissioner for New 
Zealand, said the facilities provided by the Empire 
Marketing Board for New Zealand’s participation in the 
British Industries Fair enabled the Dominion to make a 
more comprehensive display than would otherwise have 
been possible. The Exhibition had undoubtedly given 
the Dominion’s products a most useful publicity. 

Mr. A. E. Hyland, Director of Australian Trade 
Publicity, said they could regard the results attained at 
the Fair as very satisfactory. They had no doubt that 
their primary enterprises would be very greatly helped. 

Mr. H. A. F. Lindsay, Trade Commissioner for India 
in London, said the High Commissioner for India was 
most gratified with the results of the display of India’s 
goods; there were keen enquiries from all European 
countries, from across the Atlantic and the Pacific 
Oceans, from Africa and from many remote lands for 
cereals, minerals, leather and textiles. 
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Mr. J. C. Orr, Representative in London of Northern 
Ireland, said the measure of success attained so far had 
been extremely gratifying. The exhibit at the Fair 
proved a valuable means of focusing attention on the 
variety and quality of Northern Ireland produce. 

Mr. Algernon Aspinall, Secretary to the West India 
Committee in London, said their exhibit at the Fair had 
proved so successful that it was reappearing at Olympia, 
where visitors now had an opportunity of handling West 
Indian products and learning something about the 
amenities of the ‘‘ Islands of Sunshine.’’ 


Mr. J. S. Caines, Trade Commissioner for British 
Guiana in London, said the arrangements made by the 
Department of Overseas Trade on behalf of the 
Empire Marketing Board were well nigh perfect, and 
enquiries of all kinds were steadily coming in. 

The following official statements have also been 
received : — 

lrish Free State.—‘‘ We are very satisfied that we 
came and with the reception received. Numerous 
enquiries have been receivd for our produce in all parts 
of England and Wales. The fact that our butter and 
eggs are now exported under Government supervision 
has created confidence in buying, and many new orders 
have been secured. From one of the Far Eastern 
Dependencies an order for 2,000 cases per month for 
condensed full cream milk has been secured.’’ 

Sierra Leone.—‘‘ During the past fortnight several 
enquiries have been received with regard to ginger and 
ground nuts, for which the temporary closing of the 
Chinese market has created a large demand. The exhibit 
of piassava has attracted much attention, and surprise 
has been expressed that Sierra Leone could produce such 
a good fibre. The display of grass baskets, grass mats, 
country cloths and leather work aroused universal 
admiration ; the whole might have been sold many times 
over. It is hoped that agencies for the sale of these 
articles will shortly be taken up in England. A consign- 
ment of fresh fruit (oranges, avacado pears and limes) 
arrived last week and was on view. Samples were also 
sent to Liverpool and the Midlands to test the market for 
these fruits. The whole of our exhibit was tranferred 
to the Sierra Leone Court at the Imperial Institute on 
Sth March.’’ 

The Imperial Institute.—Very pleased with results, 
having had double last year’s enquiries, particularly 
with relation to Cyprus silk. Special interest was shown 
in this line throughout the Fair. Examples of other 
enquiries likely to stimulate Imperial business generally 
included: —Empire sources of essential oils, Kenya 
cascara bark, new produces and sources of Empire 
graphite, manufacturers of chromium plated articles, 
manufactured products of Empire’ bauxite (for 
aluminium), and _ sources of _ cobalt. Numerous 
enquiries have been received through the Rubber 
Growers’ Association exhibit for sponge rubber for 
use in spring mattresses for hospital and_ general 
purposes. The display of the dioramas has also resulted 
in a large increase in the daily visitors to the Imperial 
Institute itself. 

Great Britain.—So far as British agricultural produce 
is concerned, it was never anticipated that much actual 
trade could be done from the stands. The exhibit of 
that commodity was the result of a joint effort by the 
producers with a view to general propaganda and the 
creation of a sentiment of home produce. Without 
exception the participants agree that the Great Britain 
Section has amply justified itself. The following are the 
reports from the various sections:—National Farmers’ 
Union Stand.—Cider: Many promising enquiries, par- 
ticularly for export. Useful orders were received for 
glass-house produce, potatoes, bacon, graded eggs, cheese, 
beet sugar. National Food Canning Council.—Many 
enquiries both from home and overseas buyers. Food 
Manufacturers’ Federation.—Many promising enquiries. 

Southern Rhodesia.—‘‘ The display of tobacco, sup- 
ported by a series of photographs illustrating the various 
stages of production from seed-bed to baling for export, 
seems to have been the major attraction. The exhibit 
received a gratifying share of attention, and our repre- 
sentative was continuously engaged in answering 
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questions about the Colony and its products. I can say 
that I shall have no hesitation in recommending the 
Southern Rhodesian Government again to take part in 
the Fair next year.’ 

RENNES ANNUAL FAIR. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is informed by 
the British Consul at Nantes (Mr. F. E. Drummond- 
Hay, M.V.O.) that the Foire Exposition de Bretagne 
et de la Région de |’Ouest is to be held at Rennes from 
23rd April to 2nd May next. 

This Fair has grown each year since its inception, and 
will be, this year, on a larger scale than ever. The 
principal sections will comprise agricultural and dairy 
machinery and accessories, spare parts and accessories 
for motor cars, cycles, etc., stoves, etc., for household 
use, electrical appliances, manufactured indiarubber, 
essences and perfumes, ladies’ hats, accessories for auto- 
matic pianos, copper and iron pipes, etc. 

British exhibitors will be welcomed, and the Consul 
suggests that British firms participating would do well 
to send over a businesslike representative, able to speak 
French fluently, who could arrest the attention of pos- 
sible buyers, and explain clearly the advantages of the 
products of his firm.

SALONIKA INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that 
the Second International Fair at Salonika will be held 
from 18th September to 3rd October. The British 
Consul-General reports that in spite of difficulties the 
first Fair was a success, and that the forthcoming Fair 
will offer a good opportunity to British manufacturers to 
advertise their products. 

Whole classes of goods, ranging from motor cars and 
bicycles to electrical goods and photographic articles, are 
imported to Salonika entirely from the Continent or 
from the United States, chiefly on account of the British 
product being unknown. Even such staple British 
exports as cottons, woollens and iron manufactures are 
suffering severe competition from Italy, France, Ger- 
many and Belgium, and stand in need of advertisement 
if they are to hold their place in the foreign trade of 
Salonika.

ZAGREB FAIR. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that 
at the forthcoming Zagreb Fair (28th August to 5th 
September) free show space will be granted to exhibitors 
of heating apparatus, comprising boilers, stoves, engines, 
coal-saving devices, boiler-house fittings, heating instal- 
lations, hot and cold water systems, vacuum appliances, 
jacketing, motors, etc., including models, posters, plans 
and sketches. 

Exhibitors are allowed 50 per cent. reduction on the 
Jugo-Slav State Railways, and 25 per cent. on the 
Austrian, Hungarian, Czechoslovak, Polish, Italian 
and Roumanian Railways.

RUBBER EXPORTS, JANUARY-FEBRUARY.

THE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 

(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 

_ According to the estimates of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, Ottawa, over 300 million Ibs. more of milk were 
produced in Canada in 1925 than in 1924. the total for 1925 
— 7 — pmgponcee Ibs. Two-thirds of the entire 
nuk production was used in making butter. cheese ; 
miscellaneous factory products, and aietaiaeateke onacaaad 
was consumed fresh or otherwise used. It is estimated that 
100 million Ibs. of butter were made in the homes. while 
the more precise figures for dairy factories show an ‘output 
of over 169 million Ibs. of creamery butter, a total butter 
production of nearly 270 million Ibs. in 1925. This repre- 
sented a slight decrease from 1924, but there was a big 
increase in cheese production, nearly 178 million Ibs. being 
made in 1925. 

The total value of all dairy products in 1925 is estimated 
at 241 million dollars as compared with 218 million dols. 
in 1924, a very substantial increase. The various items in- 
cluded in the 1925 total were in round numbers as follows: 
Dairy butter, 32 million dols.; creamery butter, 63 million 
dols.; home-made cheese, 95,000 dols.; factory cheese, 36} 
million dols.; miscellaneous factory products, 17 million 
dols.; and whole milk, 92 million dols. 

According to the most recently available figures Canada 
stands fifth in her number of milch cows, sixth in butter 
production and fifth in cheese production among the 
countries of the world.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
BERLIN. 


An unfavourable trade balance was recorded for January, 
imports and exports (excluding gold and silver) amounting 
to 1,094 million marks and 798°5 million mks., an excess 
of the former over the latter of 295°5 million mks. — In 
December, 1926, the excess of imports over exports amounted 
to 227 million mks. The following table shows the value 
of the main categories of imports and exports during the 
month under review :—

Imports (excluding gold and silver) showed an increase 
of 33 million mks. as compared with December, 1926, the 
advances including foodstuffs by 15 million mks., raw 
materials by 7 million mks., and finished goods by 10 
million mks. Exports decreased by 34 million mks., food- 
stuffs being lower by 17 million mks., raw materials by 15 
million mks., and finished goods by 2 million mks. 

Imports of gold and silver in January show a reduction 
on those of the previous month by 19°8 million mks., while 
exports were about the same. 

The increased imports of foodstuffs were due mainly to 
additional quantities of coffee (26:7 million mks.) and 
cocoa (9°3 million mks.), fish and maize, while reductions 
took place as compared with the previous month in rice, 
fruit, wheat and butter. In raw materials and semi- 
manufactures the principal imports which rose in value 
were hides and skins, coal, seeds and mineral oils, as 
against a decline in imports of textiles (1°8 million mks.), 
hops and tobacco. The principal item in the larger imports 
of finished goods was textiles to the extent of 13°8 million 
mks., including yarns valued at 7:9 million mks. 


Export TRADE. 


Sugar with a fall of 11:2 million mks. represented the 
most important reduction in exports of foodstuffs. Coal, 
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coke and briquettes were the chief items showing a decrease 
us against December, 1926, in exports of raw materials and 
semi-manufactures. In finished goods the exports of 
rolling mill products and iron-ware advanced by 14°1 million 
mks., and dyes and paints rose by 8°6 million mks., whereas 
marked decreases took place in textiles (2°3 million mks.), 
machinery (6°2 million mks.), jewellery, boots and shoes, 
and musical instruments,

TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF SEVILLE 
CONSULAR DISTRICT IN 1926. 
(From the Brilish Commercial Secretary.) 
SEVILLE. 


Business conditions generally have been somewhat un- 
settled, and, although spectacular failures or scares did not 
occur during 1926, money was not too plentiful. Taxes seem 
to weigh heavily on industry and commerce, which, owing 
to depressed trade and keen competition, had a bad year. 
The Government has sought to help matters by means of 
tariffs and certain restrictions in the home market, always 
to the ultimate detriment of the consumer, who contem- 
plates with growing anxiety the constant rise in the cost of 
living. The economic reforms of the Directory, despite 
adverse conditions in other directions, have, however, begun 
to bear fruit in a gradual improvement in the value of the 
peseta, which may have a more gencral effect than is 
commonly supposed. 

The plans of the Minister of Finance, which involve a 
radical change in the present system of taxation by the 
levy of a graduated income tax, have been well received in 
this consular district by industrialists and traders, but 
have raised the suspicions of landowners. It is held by 
thoughtful observers that a reform which distributes fairly 
and evenly the charges of the State cannot much longer be 
postponed. 

THe Crors. 

Crops, especially cereals, were poor on the whole, and, 
although prices have consequently ‘been higher, farmers 
generally are short of cash and agricultural labourers are 
suffering some distress, The ensuing lesser purchasing 
power of the countryside, coupled with the reduction which 
producers and wholesale merchants in the North are suc- 
cessively announcing, affects the shopkeepers rather un- 
favourably, and losses are anticipated in that quarter. 

Owing to short crop and poor quality of the fruit, olive 
oil millers had a bad year. This commodity, which appears 
to be growing in favour everywhere as the finest edible 
fat, is in better demand, and prices are rising all round. 
Stocks in Andalucia are low, and it is possrble that restric- 
tions on exportation may be imposed or that the introduc- 
lion of other edible oils may be permitted. The export of 
olives has been maintained, but has been less remunerative 
than in the past. Curers in competition at the time of 
harvest continued to pay high prices, unmindful of the 
limitations of the export market, but Americans have not 
been drawn into the occasional small booms which were 
periodically engincered. 

CorkWwoop Trade: Orr Exports. 

The corkwood trade seemed at one time to awaken from 
its long lethargy, and both growers and dealers obtained 
satisfactory results. The persistent appreciation of the 
peseta, however, as against sterling and dollars, is upsetting 
the calculations of the manufacturers, and the outlook is 
uncertain. The lower grades of corkwood for insulating 
purposes alone keep in good demand and seem likely to 
continue so. 

The export of ores, once one of the chief export items 
from this port, is still languid, and, in spite of ambitious 
projects which crop up from year to year, nothing practical 
is being done towards the development of the mineral 
wealth of this district. The British coal stoppage gave a 
fillip to the production of native coal, but German coal was 
freely imported. 


A PRAINAGE SCHEME: IneRTIAN-AMERICAN FEF XHIBITION. 


An ambitious scheme, contemplated on various occasions 
during the last fifty years and of the utmost importance 
to this region, has at length assumed a concrete form. 
Foreign capital, mainly Swiss and British, is seeking to 
drain and develop an extensive tract of marshy land known 
as the Marismas, in the delta of the Guadalquiver. This 
scheme, which technically has had its counterpart in Egypt 
and California, would, at a moderate estimate, involve an 
outiay of several millions sterling. It has now been started 
with what would appear to be insufficient capital, and, as 
some think, for the benefit of the promoters only. Local 
opinion is unfavourable, and local people are not  parti- 
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cipating financially, but the scheme has been declared by 
competent experts to be a working proposition, provided it 
be undertaken seriously and with the necessary backing. 

Gradual progress continued throughout 1926 in the 
preparations for the Iberian-American Exhibition, to be held 
at Seville in 1928, ‘but local opinion is sceptical as to the 
possibility of its taking place in that year. 

SUMMARY: THE FUTURE. 

Taken as a whole, the past year appears to have been one 
of further adjustment towards normal conditions of the 
persistent disorganisation following upon the post-war 
period, which in this district was left largely to solve itself. 
Only in this wider sense can 1926 be regarded as in any 
degree satisfactory because individual enterprises have 
generally fared badly from the profit and loss point of view. 

The Government are known to be giving more attention 
to the financial interests of the country as a whole than 
has been given for many years. Their efforts in this direc- 
tion cannot possibly command the approval of all concerned, 
but it would appear that, given a period of political 
tranquillity, Spain may reasonably look forward to improved 
economic conditions and to the rise of her prestige in 
Europe.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


EXPORTS OF LEATHER GOODS IN 1926. 


The United States, in 1926, exported leather manufactured 
goods valued at 18,527,705 dollars, a decrease of about 10 
per cent. as compared with the value of similar goods— 
20,561,000 dols.—exported during 1925, states ‘‘ Commerce 
Reports ’’ (United States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington). 

Of the 1926 exports leather footwear represented 71 per 
cent., or 13,279,014 dols. of the total value, and leather 
belting 10°7 per cent., or 1,995,924 dols. The values of 
other leather goods exported were :—Leather gloves, 141,214 
dols.; harness and saddlery, 573,110 dols.; bags and suit 
cases, 314,359 dols.; pocketbooks and purses, 318,255 dols.; 
and miscellaneous articles, not specified, 1,905,829 dols. 
The following commodities, as compared with 1925 valua- 
tions, show increase :—Athletic footwear, leather slippers, 
harness and saddlery, ‘bags, suit cases, pocketbooks and 
purses, and leather belting. 





DecREASED Footwear Exports. 

The 1926 leather footwear exports amounted to 6,046,070 
pairs, valued at 13,279,014 dols., as compared with 6,874,601 
pairs, valued at 15,665,277 dols. in 1925, a decrease of 12 
per cent. in quantity and 15 per cent. in value. Shoes for 
men and boys constituted 42°8 per cent. of the total number 
of pairs exported; shoes for women, 33°3 per cent.; and 
those for children, 18°2 per cent. The 1925 percentages for 
the same classes were respectively 39°4, 35 and 21°7. 

The 1926 segregation was as follows: Shoes for men and

boys, 2,590,231 pairs, valued at 7,295,432 dols.; women’s 
shoes, 2,013,679 pairs, valued at 4,378,655 dols.; children’s 
shoes, 1,102,959 pairs, valued at 1,179,178 dols.; leather 
slippers, 231,820 pairs, valued at 259,564 dols.; and athletic 
and miscellaneous footwear, 108,381 pairs, valued at 166,185 
dols. 

PriIncripAL MARKETS FOR FOOTWEAR. 

The following countries were important United States 
export markets for leather boots and shoes for men and 
boys :—Cuba, 1,312,440 pairs; Mexico, 250,687 pairs; Panama, 
164,017 pairs; Canada, 150,283 pairs; Jamaica, 110,500 pairs; 
and South America, 91,898 pairs. Women’s shoes were 
exported in the following quantities :—Cuba, 609,033 pairs; 
Canada, 247,639 pairs; the United Kingdom, 204,455 pairs; 
Mexico, 142,301 pairs; Jamaica, 135,476 pairs; the Dominican 
Republic, 96,491 pairs; Panama, 83,595 pairs; and South 
America, 83,268 pairs. Children’s shoes found good 
quantity markets in Cuba, 791,967 pairs; Panama, 40,881 
pairs; the Dominican Republic, 34,940 pairs; Mexico, 31,240 
pairs; Newfoundland and Labrador, 25,953 pairs; and 
Canada, 16,619 pairs. 

LEATHER BELTING. 


During last year the United States exported 1,347,813 Ibs. 
of leather belting, valued at 1,995,924 dols., as compared 
with 1,346,332 lbs., valued at 1,992,853 dols. in 1925. Of 
this amount British India received 211,425 lbs. at 315,356 
dols.; China, 195,562 Ibs, at 299,457 dols.; Mexico, 154,009 
Ibs. at 225,604 dols.; Canada, 116,804 Ibs. at 119,849 dols.; 
Cuba, 108,779 Ibs. at 176,682 dols.; and the United Kingdom, 
73,246 Ibs. at 119,888 dels. The South American countries 
purchased from the United States 213,354 lbs. of leather 
belting, valued at 310,989 dols. 

Of the markets mentioned the 1926 trade with South 
America, China, British India and Mexico shows consider- 
able increase over the previous year.

UNITED KINGDOM. 








RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR DECEMBER, 1926. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
Statistics of Great Britain for December, 1926, can now be 
obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 2s. 6d.). In addi- 
tion to the usual information the volume contains, in 
continuation of the commodity statistics previcsly pub- 
lished, the most recent particulars in regard to the tonnage, 
receipts, and receipts per ton mile (at each mile up to 
00 miles and in mileage groups beyond that distance) in 
respect of paper. 


DECREASED TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken in December, 1926, was 94,809,112, a 
decrease compared with December, 1925, of 7,238,258, or 
7*1 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at full fares 
declined by 5,161,083; and at workmen’s fares by 2,153,318. 
The receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket 
holders) showed a fall of £244,301, or 5 per cent. If the 
London Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be omitted 
the figures mark a decrease in journeys of 7,866,973, or 
10 per cent. and a decline in receipts of £255,220, or 5°5 per 
cent. For all companies the receipts from passenger train 
traffic (including season tickets and parcels and miscel- 
laneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£336,471, or 4:8 per cent. less than in December, 1925. 
The coaching train miles showed a decrease of 371,286, or 
1:7 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 24,841,448, a decline of 3,488,480, or 
12°3 per cent. The tonnage of coal, coke and patent fuel 
conveyed was 15,889,766, a shrinkage of 2,370,634, or 13:0 
per cent. The total ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 
6°2 per cent. less than in December, 1925. Freight train 
receipts (less cost of collection and delivery) amounted to 
£8,544,284, a decline of £151,243, or 17 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 499,849 less than in Decem- 
ber, 1925, a decrease of 4°2 per cent. The average train 
load declined from 132 tons to 1311 tons, and the net ton- 
miles per engine-hour from 395 to 381.

The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during the month of Janyary 343,180 short tons (of 
2,000 Ib. each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the 
Province of Ontario, and that crude bullion marketed 
during the same period was valued at 2,527,262 dollars.

The tonnage of ore milled during that month was 
331,628, while the value of the crude bullion marketed was 
2,690,397 dollars.

IMPORTATION OF WOOL AND HAIR. 


With reference to the notice published in the ‘‘ Journal ” 
of 24th February (pp. 231-2) regarding the revised regula- 
tions governing the admission into Canada of wool and hair, 
which became effective as from midnight on 28th February, 
a Circular issued by the Health of Animals Branch, Ottawa, 
on the Ist February draws attention to the fact that the 
Ministerial Orders of 25th November and 19th December, 
1925, have been cancelled in addition to the Regulations 
established by the Order of 4th February, 1922. 

The Circular also notifies that the following are the coun- 
tries known at the present time to be free from foot and 
mouth disease, and have been so free for a period of six 
months, viz.:—Ireland, Channel Islands, South Africa, 
Australia, New Zealand and West Indian Islands exclusive 
of Jamaica.

BUDGET PROPOSALS FOR AMENDMENT OF 
CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


Sir Basil Blackett stated in his Budget speech in the 
Legislative Assembly on 28th February that his proposals 
for the amendment of the Customs Tariff were as follows :— 
The abolition of the export duty on hides and tea, the 
reduction of the import duly on motor cars from 30 per 
cent. to 20 per cent. ad valorem and on tyres from 30 per 
cent. to 15 per cent. ad valorem, the abolition of the import 
duty of 15 per cent. ad velorem on rubber seeds and stumps, 
and the increase of the import duty on unmanufactured 
tobacco from R.1 to Rs.14 per tb.

STEEL INDUSTRY (PROTECTION) ACT, 1927. 


The following is the text of the Steel Industry (Protec- 
tion) Act, 1927, which has recently been passed by the 
Legislative Assembly and the Council of State to provide 
for the continuance of the protection of the Steel Industry 
in British India :— 

WHEREAS it is expedient, in -pursuance of the policy of dis- 
criminating protection of industries in British India with due 
regard to the well-being of the community, that increased import 
duties should continue to be levied on certain iron and steel 
articles for the purpose of fostering and developing the steel 
industry in British India, and that the rates of the duties 
leviable in the application of that policy should be fixed for 
a period of seven years from the lst day of April, 1927; it is 
hereby enacted as follows :— 





SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT. 
1, (1) This Act may be called the Steel Industry (Protection) 
Act. 1927. 
(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1927. 
AMENDMENT OF SeEctTIon 3, Act VIII. or 1894. 


2. (1) For sub-section (4) of section 3 of the Indian Tariff Act, 
1894. the following sub-sections shall be substituted, namely :— 
‘* (4) If the Governor General in Council is satisfied, after 
such inquiry as he thinks necessary, that articles of 
British manufacture chargeable with duty under Part VII. 
of the Second Schedule are being imported into British 
{India at such a price as is likely to render ineffective the 
protection intended to be afforded by such duty to 
similar articles manufactured in India, he may, by noti- 
fication in the Gazette of India, increase such duty to such 
extent as he thinks necessary. 


‘ (5) If the Governor General in Council is satisfied, after 
such inquiry as he thinks necessary, that articles not of 
British manufacture chargeable under Part VII. of the 
Second Schedule with a higher duty than similar articles 
of British manufacture are being imported into British 
India from any place outside India at such a price as is 
likely to render ineffective or excessive the protection 
intended to be afforded by such duty to similar articles 
manufactured in India, he may, by notification in the 
Grazette of India, increase or reduce such duty to such 
extent as he thinks necessary, either generally or in 
respect of such articles when imported from or manufac- 
tured in any country or countries specified in the notifi- 
cation: 

‘ Provided that the duty leviable on any such article shall in 
no case be less than the duty leviable on a like article of 
British manufacture. 


‘ (6) The Governor General in Council may, by notification 
in the Gazette of India, prescribe the conditions subject to 
which articles shall be deemed to be of British manufac- 
ture for the purposes of this section and of the Second 
Schedule.”’ 

(2) In the Second Schedule to the same Act there shall be 
made the amendments specified in the Schedule to this Act. 

(5) The amendments made by this section other than those 
made in Parts I. and II. of the Second Schedule to the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1894, shall have effect only up to the 31st day of 
March, 1934.

EXEMPTIONS FROM CUSTOMS DUTY. 

Government Notices recently issued announce that lantern 
slides imported purely for advertisement purposes will be 
exempted from the payment of Customs duty under the 
Customs Duties Exemption Ordinance, and that calendars 
attached to show cards (which are ordinarily subject to 
duty) will be regarded as similarly exempt if they contain 
advertising matter on each page. 

Further, sugar of milk will be regarded as falling under 
the terms ‘‘ drugs, raw and prepared,’’ and will also be 
allowed duty-free entry when imported in reasonable 
quantities for pharmaceutical purposes, 

In addition, the following have been added to the list of 
articles exempted from Customs duty under Schedule 1 of 
the Customs Duties Exemption Ordinance, 1924, viz. :— 

Pipes and flumes imported for drainage and _irriga- 

tion schemes, provided that the importer shall pay on 
importation the full amount of Customs duty thereon 
at the rate in force, and that the amount shall be 
refunded on the production of a certificate from a 
District Commissioner that all the pipes and flumes 
imported have been used for bona fide drainage or 
irrigation schemes.

REGULATIONS REGARDING DANGEROUS 
DRUGS. 


Regulations entitled the Dangerous Drugs Regulations, 
1927, have recently been issued by the Governor-in-Council 
under the provisions of the Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 
1926. These Regulations are applicable to morphine, 
cocaine, ecgonine and diamorphine (heroin) and _ their 
respective salts, and medicinal opium, and (with certain 
specified exceptions) any preparation, admixture, extract or 
other substance containing not less than one-fifth per cent. 
of morphine or one-tenth per cent. of cocaine, ecgonine or 
diamorphine, and provide inter alia for the contre] ef the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of such drugs. 

The Regulations, copy of which may be seen by persons 
interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, $.W. 1, also provide for the marking 
of packages or bottles containing the drugs or preparations 
specified above, except when such preparations are dis- 
pensed by duly qualified medical practitioners or on the 
prescriptions of duly qualified medical practitioners. 


FOREIGN. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


TURNOVER TAX ON CERTAIN TEXTILE GOODS 
REDUCED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that according to a Circular issued by the Ministry 
of Finance on 14th February the Czechoslovak Turnover 
tax has been reduced, with effect from Ist January, from 
2 per cent. to 1 per cent. in respect of the following textile 
goods and services :— 

(1) For deliveries of textile raw materials, e.g., cotton, 
wool (including combings), jute, rags and refuse for spin- 
ning (e.g., artificial cotton, artificial wool). 

(2) For deliveries of yarns not made up for retail sale* 
of all textile raw materials (including yarns of natural or 
artificial silk), no regard being had to the person who 
delivers the yarn or to whether the yarn is unworked or 
processed (e.g., dyed, bleached, printed, twisted, glazed, 
mercerised). 

(3) For deliveries of unfinished tissues (cotton, linen, 
wool and half silk tissues not subject to the luxury turnover 
tax), not including knitted fabrics, provided that they are 
delivered direct from the weaving factory to local bleaching, 
dyeing, preparing or prirting works for working up. The 
term ‘‘unworked tissues ’’ applies to tissues manufactured 
of unbleached yarn of natural colour, not further worked up, 
as well as to tissues wholly or partly manufactured from 
unbleached, bleached, dyed or mercerised yarns.

(4) For the following activilies for which wages are 
paid :— 

(a) Winding and spooling of yarns. 

(b) Finishing of yarns (e.g., dyeing, bleaching, print- 
ing, twisting, glazing, mercerising). 

(c) Finishing of unworked cotton, linen, wool and half 
silk (non-luxury) tissues, viz., dyeing, bleaching, 
preparing and printing. 

* Yarns in skeins weighing not more than 1,800 grs. each 
are not considered as made up for retail sale. 





FRANCE. 


SANITARY INSPECTION OF SALTED MEAT. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 24th February cou- 
tains a Decree, dated 22nd February, which extends tlie 
requirement of sanitary inspection on importation isilo 
France, hitherto obligatory in the case of salted pork, lo 
all salted meat of any kind and coming from any country. 








GREECE. 


PAYMENT OF DUTIES ON WHEAT AND WHEAT 
FLOUR. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports, by telegraph, that under a Ministerial Decree of 
2nd March the gold drachma is to be converted into paper 
drachme for the purpose of calculating the Customs and 
other duties on wheat, at the rate of 85 (instead of 5) paper 
drachme per gold drachma, and, for the purpose of calcu- 
lating the duties on wheat flour, at the general rate of 14 
(instead of 64) paper drachme per gold drachma. The 
Decree came into. force immediately, but if it is not ratified 
by the Greek Chamber any excess duties levied will be 
refunded. 








JAPAN. 





IMPORTATION OF MEAT. 

H.M. Ambassador at Tokio has forwarded a translation 
of Regulations issued by the Ministry of Interior, and 
which will come into force on the Ist May next, for the 
control of the importation or shipment into Japan of meat 
for human consumption. 

Under these Regulations meat (i.e., raw flesh of cattle, 
sheep, goats, swine and horses) supplied for sale for the 
purpose of human consumption must on import (a) be 
accompanied by a certificate from the authorities in the 
country of export or shipment to the effect that it has been 
submitted to a slaughtering inspection, (b) bear on its 
surface the stamp of a slaughtery inspector stating clearly 
the breed of the animal and date of slaughter, and (c) pass 
a prefectural governor’s inspection at one of the following 
seaports :—Osaka, Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, Idzuhara, 
Tsuruga, Shimonoseki and Moji. 





MEXICO. 


CONSULAR FEE WITHDRAWN : ADDITIONAL 
TAX ON IMPORTS. 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial’ for 4th February contains 
a Decree, dated 28th January and effective thirty days after 
publication, which withdraws the fee of 5 per cent. ud 
valorem formerly levied by Mexican Consular Officers for 
the legalisation of invoices for goods sent to Mexico. 

A further Decree,* dated 29th January and effective from 
the same time as the above (i.e., from 4th March), imposes 
an additional tax of 5 per cent. ad valorem on all goods 
imported into Mexico. The additional tax is payable in 
Mexican gold currency, and the Decree lays down minimum 
values on which it is to be calculated. If, however, the 
invoice value is higher than the value set out in the Decree, 
the tax is to be calculated on the invoice value of the goods. 
Particulars of the minimum values laid down for any goods 
may be obtained from the Department of Overseas trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1. 








MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


CERTAIN EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 
WITHDRAWN. 
The Moroccan ‘‘ Bulletin Officiel ’’ for 28th December con- 
tains a Dahir, dated 27th December and effective as from 
Ist January, which withdraws the export restrictions and

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duties on the export from the French Zone of Morocco of 
wheat, barley and maize, certain sheep, cattle and meat 
thereof (see the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 23rd September last, page 
341), and olive oil. 

A further Dahir, dated 30th December and effective as 
from Ist January, provides that male cattle, whether or not 
fii for breeding, and female cattle more than eight years 
old, may be exported freely through ports open to com- 
merce and over the Algeria-Morocco frontier and the 
frontier between the French and Spanish zones, 





PANAMA. 


IMPORTATION AND SALE OF PATENT 
MEDICINES. : 

The ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial’’ of Panama for 15th January con- 
tains a Decree (No. 77 of 1926) which approves regulations 
regarding the manufacture, import and sale of patent medi- 
cines or pharmaceutical specialities. These are defined as 
all medicaments which are offered for sale sealed and packed 
in a uniform manner, with a label and a printed wrapper 
on which appear the maker’s name and address. 

Patent medicines which were already on sale in Panama 
before the enforcement of the Decree may continue to be 
imported and sold, but the National Pharmacy Board has 
the right to demand, both in Panama and in foreign coun- 
tries, any information it considers necessary concerning any 
particular speciality, and if the medicine is found not to 
fulfil the requirements of the Decree, to prohibit its import 
and sale. If the sale of a patent medicine is prohibited in 
its country of manufacture or origin, its import into, and 
sale in, Panama will also be prohibited. 

In order to introduce a new patent medicine into Panama 
a certificate must be presented from the competent authority 
of its country of manufacture, attesting that it has been 
prepared in legally constituted laboratories and that its sale 
is permitted in the country of origin. This certificate must 
be legalised by a Panamanian Consul. 

All patent medicines must show the name or names of 
the principal ingredients to which they owe their thera- 
peutic properties, and if they contain opium, morphine, 
codeine, diodine, heroin, cocaine, eucaine (alpha or beta), 
Indian hemp, arsenic, strychnine, chloral, chloroform or 
acetanilide, or their derivatives or similar substances, they 
must also show the total quantity which the jar contains or 
else the quantity corresponding to the dose recommended. 
The sale of specialities without a name on the label is pro- 
hibited, and penalties are laid down for false statements on 
the labels or in advertisements, etc. 








POLAND. 





EXPORT DUTY ON RYE AND RYE FLOUR. 
The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that the period during which the export duty of 
15 zloty per 100 kilogs. imposed on rye and rye flour by 
the Order of 15th January is to be levied has been extended 
for a further month to 38lst March. 





SPAIN. 
DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports that the ‘‘ coefficients ’’ to be used during the month 
of March in ascertaining the depreciated currency surtax of 
imported goods are to be applied on the basis of the follow- 
Ing rates :—

Turkey, 3°038. 

Bulgaria, 4°31, 

Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom, 10°521.

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION OF OLIVE OIL. 

The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ for 19th February contains a 
Royal Order, dated 18th February, which provides for the 
temporary importation of olive oil into Spain without pay- 
nent of Customs import duty. 

The importation, which is subject to a tax of 25 pesetas 
per 100 kilogs., may be effected by producers or exporters 
of olive oil or by manufacturers of preserves who use this 
oil as a basis for their products. The oil so imported may 
only be cleared through certain specified ports, and re- 
export must take place within one month, although this 
period may be extended on special application.

AUTHORISED. 

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout reports that a Decree 
(No. 775) has been issued which authorises, provisionally, 
the export and re-export of barley from the territory under 
French Mandate. 











TUNIS. 
DUTY ON PORK BUTCHERS’ WARES AND 
CHEESE. 


With reference to the notice regarding the general 
increase of import duties in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 3rd February 
(page 138), it should be noted that the ‘ Journal Officiel 
Tunisien ’’ for 26th January publishes a correction to the 
Decree of 28th December, the effect of which is to reduce 
the increase of duty to 30 per cent. in the case of all pork- 
butchers’ wares and cheese originating in and coming from 
France. In the case of goods of these kinds of any other 
origin, however, the reduced surtax of 30 per cent. will 
only apply to salami, mortadella, zamponi, and cotechini 
sausages, and to gorgonzola, reggiano, parmigiano, fontina 
and bel paese cheese. 


EXPORT DUTIES MODIFIED. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 3rd February (page 139), it should be 
noted that the list of export duties given in that notice has 
been modified by corrections which have appeared in the 
‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien.’’ The rates of export duty 
quoted in respect of dates, olive oils and sponges are not 
affected, but the rest of the list has been  re-cast as 
follows :—Fish: Fresh, 15 francs per 100 kilogs. net; dried, 
salted or smoked tunny 20 francs per 100 kilogs. net; 
other, 15 francs per 100 kilogs. net; marinated or in oil, 
preserved in their own oil or otherwise prepared, 40 francs 
per 100 kilogs. net; spawn of botargo, 100 francs per 100 
kilogs. net; octopi, 15 francs per 100 kilogs. net; crayfish, 
50 francs per 100 kilogs. net. Sea salt, mined salt and rock

The “‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ for 2nd February con- 
tains a Decree, dated 10th January, which reduces the 
import duties on edible seed oils (ex Tariff No. 110) by 
33 per cent. 


VARIOUS INTERNAL TAXES MODIFIED. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “‘ Journal’ of 3rd February (page 138), it should be 
noted that, according to a correction published in the 
*‘Journal Officiel Tunisien’’ for 26th January, the rates 
of consumption duty shown in respect of ground cocoa or 
cocoa butter and of chocolate should be deleted. The pre- 
vious rates of consumption duty will therefore continue to 
be levied on these goods. 


*! UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


DUTY ON PIG IRON AND IRON KENTLEDGE 
INCREASED. 

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Washing- 
ton reports, by telegraph, that a Proclamation has been 
issued by the President of the United States increasing the 
import duty on pig iron and iron kentledge (paragraph 301 
of the Tariff) from 75 cents to 1 dollar 12} cents per ton, 
under the provisions of Section 315 of the Tariff Act (i.e., 
the ‘‘ flexible tariff ’’ provisions). 

The investigation held by .the Tariff Commission in 
accordance with the above-mentioned section of the Tariff 
Act established the fact that British India was the principal 
competing country. 


Proposed Tariff Changes. 


FRANCE. 
TARIFF REVISION BILL. 


The Board of Trade have received copies of the French 
Government Bill for the revision of the French Customs 
Tariff. The Schedule of proposed import and export duties 
attached to the Bill is a very lengthy document covering 
over 450 pages. It is hoped to publish with next week’s 
issue Of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ a translation of the 
sill, and of the first part of the Schedule of proposed new 
import duties attached thereto, and to complete the 
Schedule of import duties and of export duties in subse- 
quent issues. In the meantime, particulars of the proposed 
rates of duty on any particular class of goods may be 
obtained on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1, where a copy 
of the Bill, in French, may be inspected, 

The measure is al present being examined by the Customs 
Committee of the Chamber of Deputies and will subse- 
quently be discussed in the Chamber. The Commercial 
Counsellor to His Majesty’s Embassy at Paris states that it 
is not possible to say when the Bill will come before the 
Chamber for Debate, but considers it improbable that it 
will be discussed before Easter at the very earliest.
